To the Children: In getting facts 
t<> • p It your essays for the prize 
contest on the repair and mainte- 
nance of earth roads, use your eyes. 
Look at a bad piece of road and a 
piece of road when both are 
dry. Study, particularly, the ruts 
and holes and uneven places in the 
road to see whether they make it 
easier or harder for the wheels of a 
loaded wagon to go along. Study 
the kind of footing that the two 
roads give to the horses. 

Now, study the same stretches 
of road after a good rain-storm. 
You will see that one road holds 
small puddles, or pools, of water 
t at keep the road soft and so al- 
1 >w it to be cut up by the wheels of 
the wagOU and the hoofs of the 
horses. How do road builders

What 
happens when ditches get foil ol 
rubbish or weeds! When a ditch 
along a road holds water or colle ts 
it into pools, how does this injure 
the road? 

MM A DRAO ON KARTH ROADS. 

Have you ever seen a home-made 
road drag? It is made by splitting 
in two a log six or eight inches in 
thickness and about six or eight 
feet long. The two halves of the 
loir are set three feet apart with 
their smooth faces forward and 
upright. They are fastened to- 
gether with braces. A pair of 
horses are hitched to a chain fast- 
ened to the front half of the log. 
Should these logs be drawn straight 
down the road, or should it be 
dragged at a slant so that a little 
of the loose earth will slide toward 
the center of the road? Should 
the dragging be started next to the 
ditch, or at the center of the road ? 
Should you drag the whole road in 
one way, or drag each half of it in 
an opposite direction? Should the 
dragging be done when the road is 
dry, or after it has rained? A 
good strong pair of horses with a 
well built drag can drag about 
three or four miles of road in a 
day. What would it cost a farmer 
to drag four miles of road? How 
would he be repaid for the cost of 
his labor? 

Remember, children, you are not 
to answer these questions as if you 
were answering an examination 
paper. You are to think about the 
answers and ask people for infor- 
mation and watch people aotually 
working on roads, and then write 
a composition that will be just the 
same as if you were writing a let- 
ter to a friend, telling him, or her, 
how they made the eartli road near 
you better, and kept it from get- 
ting full of holes, ruts, and puddles.

the effect of future dry Miells. 

<i v. Hodtfes is doing all that he 
can to induce the Kansas fanners 
to MM I'oiids for the storage of 
storm waters. He is arranging 
for a pond-building week later on 
in the fall and has drafted tiftr 
hitfhway and drainage engineers 
from the State Agricultural Col- 
lege for the purpose of assisting in 
the work. In addition he has res- 
urrected a half forgotten law which 
requires county surveyors to make 
surreys and furnish plans and 
specifications for ponds and farms, 
the work to be done at the county's 
expense. 

The Kansas Legislature gave im- 
petus to the pond-buildini? move- 
ment in 1911 when it passed a law 
that $100 is to be taken from the 
assessed value of "all farm lands 
containing storm water reservoirs 
which hold not less water than 
would cover one acre of level 
ground one foot deep." If the 
pond holds four-acre feet of water 
the reduction of value is $200 for 
each pond, if the dam is of earth, 
and $300 if of stone, concrete or 
hrick. The Agricultural College 
also has encouraged the construc- 
tion of ponds with a view to stock- 
ing them with lish and thus in- 
creasing the State's food supply. 

The increase of ponds that may 

result from the Governor*! cam- 
paign will not solve the water 
problem altogether. It should go 
a long way, however, toward the 
amelioration of conditions that 
have been prevailing on many 
Kansas farms during the past sum- 
mer. The pond idea should ap- 
peal stronyly to those farmers who 
have been sorely put to it to secure 
water for their stock and for or- 
dinary domestic purposes.

UNJUST TAX LAW 
IN KENTUCKY 



How Unsatisfactory the Pres- 
ent Tax System Works 
in This State 



he Ownership, 



Molt Unequal Syatem Ever Devised 
and MMt of the Progreeaive States 
Have Aboliehed the Plan Ueed In 

Kentucky. 

The present state constitution of 
Kentucky provides that "Taxes shall 
be uniform on all kinds of property," 
and on the surface this seems to be 
so fair the average thinker can find 
no fault with it. 

In practice, however, it has been 
found to be the most unequal tax sys- 
tem ever devised, and most of the pro- 
gressive states have abolished the 



Its Inequalities and unfairness may 
be seen from the way It discriminate? 
In certain classes of property and ex 
plains why Kentucky seems to have 
so little Intangible wealth aa com 
pared with other states. 

For instance, cash In savings banks 
draws only three per cent interest, 
gilt-edge bonds pay four per cent, real 
estate notes six per cent, stock In 
some foreign corporations ten percent, 
while the tax on all is the same for 
state purposes, but varies for county 
and city purposes according to the lo 
cation. 

Thus where the income is only 3 
per cent and the taxes 2V& per cent 
it leaves the owner only Vfe per cent 
Interest, and where the Income is 10 
per cent and the taxes 2V4 per cent 
the interest is 7Vs per cent. In this 
uniform? 

In some counties land is assessed 
at 30 per cent of its value, in others 50 
per cent, and In others 70 per cent. 
The state tax Is the same In all the 
counties. Is this uniform? 

If an honest farmer lists his prop 
erty at its fair value and his un- 
scrupulous neighbor puts a lower value 
on his property the former pays more 
than his share, while the latter pays 
less. 

If the state board of equalization 
raises the entire list for that county, 
the honest man pays on property he 
doesn't own, and yet our law is sup- 
posed to be uniform. 

That the personalty owned by citi- 
zens of Kentucky is vastly more than 
is listed for taxation Is a well-estab- 
lished fact; but the tax receipts don't 
show it. In fact, certain classes of 
property, such as stocks, bonds, notes 
and cash have almost disappeared from 
the tax rolls, and these evidences of 
«T) kith apparently grow less each year. 

!!' the present system is allowed to 
r< main in force, it wijl result, as it has 
in other states, In almost all kinds of 
paraonahy disappearing from the as- 
sessors' books, and lands and houses 
which can not be hid or moved will 
have to bear the chief burden. 

It has been so in every state where 
the "general property tax" haB been 
the plan on which property was taxed, 
ml most of the states have been wise 
enough to get rid of such an unequal 
and unfnlr system. 

The Ohio state tax commission. In 
Itl 1101 report on the operation of the 
"general property tax," says: 

"It is a failure for purposes of rev- 
enue or equality. Perhaps not 5 per 
cent of intangible property is listed. 
[| punishes the honest. It rewards the 
dishonest. It frequently results In 
double taxation and lowers the stand- 
ard of integrity." 

The entire revenue of the state of 
Kentucky is about $7,000,000. while 
Michigan, with about the same are;, 
and population, receives $14,000,000 
from tuxes, only a small proportion of 
which is paid on land. 

In Pennsylvania there is no state 
tax on farms or homes. 

There are 7,000,000 acres of unlm 
proved farm lands in Kentucky and 
yet vast quantities of farm products 
have to be imported. 

There are about twenty-five thou 
sand Hquare miles of coal lauds in 
Kentucky, and yet we buy millions ol 
t • 'tis of coal from Pennsylvania, West 
Virginia, Indiana and Tennessee. 

Kentucky raises thirty-eight per 
cent of the tobacco crop of the I'nited 
States and manufactures only three 
per cent of it 

These are significant facts and our 
people should consider them. 

There may be other causes for our 
IMI <>f progress but it is an estab 
i bed fact that no state has ever 
juospered under the general propi-ii, 
a .nid it is also known that this de- 
plorable system of taxation bus alwaya 
• n out capital, retarded de\, lop- 
m. iit and caused untold losses in pop 
u'.itlon. 

The last general assembly pa.-sed 
an act amending the state constitu- 
tion so us to permit future legislation 
en taxation which will go far towards 
n -li.-. lying the evils and It is the duty 
of every citizen In the state to vote 
tor the amendment ut the November I 
i lection. If it is not ratified at tha'

The condition of crops as of Oc- 
tober 1st Iibs improved somewhat 
during the month. The condition 
of corn is given m 70.7 per cent. 
Much of this ion is now jroinjr 
into shock, ard the report of No 
v. 'tuber 1st will show n finnl esti- 
mate of the crop. Since so much 
of the tobacco has been housed, 
the efforts this month were to find 
out the condition of the crop as far 
as housing was concerned. 71 per 
cent, of the Dark Tobacco is al- 
ready in the house and is curing 
fairly well as indicated by a condi- 
tion of 83 per cent. 7'2 per cent, 
of the Hurley Tobacco is in the 
house, and the condition is indica- 
ted as 82 per cent. The general im- 
pression gathered from crop cor- 
respondents is that the crop of 
tobacco will not bo either a lnr«;e 
one — 65 ner cent, of a crop — nor 
will it be one of extra quality. 
The crop of wheat has not been 
put in the ground as early us usual, 
only 53 per cent, havine been 
sown October 1st. Indications 
are not for a large acreage of 
wheat for next year. Dry weather 
has interfered very materially 
with the sowing. The greater per 
cent, of the rye crop has been 
sown as is to be expected, but 
most of this will be plowed under 
in the spring after having been 
used for a cover crop. The con- 
dition of the garden is still poor 
and no improved conditions can 
be expected this year over the 
condition as shown, which is 48 
per cent. Pastures are still in 
poor shape, the general rains not 
being sufficient to materially alter 
the condition. Biuegrass pastures 
are given as 70 per cent. Orchard 
grass is given at 77 per cent., clo- 
ver at 63 per cent, and alfalfa at 
76 «>er cent. The percentage of 
winter apples is small, being given 
at 60 per cent. 

The turkey crop is now below 
the average, reports showing only 
86 per cent. The percentage of 
ducks is 88 per cent., percentage 
of chickens, 'JO per cent. 

In this report the Department 
has undertaken to Bod <"Jt the per- 
centage of cattle as compared with 
the usual year that are going ipto 
leed lots this season. The dry 
pasturM, scarcity of water and 
scarcity of feed would necessarily 
cut down the number of stock 
kept for the winter. Indications 
are that there are only ~'l per cent, 
of cattle on feed. I logs on feed 
also show a marked decline from 
an average year as indicated by 71 
per cent. 

There is practically a unanimous 
complaint from all sections of the 
State as to the scarcity of water, 
shortness of grass and lack of feed. 

Farmers are urged to sow cover 
crops, particularly rye, barley and 
hairy vetch, for winter pasture in 
order to save winter feed bills. 
Those farmers who have silos have 
been exceedingly fortunate in be- 
ing able to save much fodder 
where the ears of corn failed to 
materialize. It is hard to lind a 
ray of suushine in such a bad crop 
year as this season has proven 
to be. However, if our farmers 
take advantage of the lesson that 
this has taught, it may prove to 
be a blessing in disguise. If this 
drouth only teaches the farmer the 
value of a silo and the value of 
cover crops for winter, Kentucky 
may yet be richer as a result of 
the drouth.

Entire Edition of Jackson 

Times Thrown In River. 

An entire issue of 3,000 copies 
of the Jackson Times was taken 
from the press room of the paper 
and thrown into the Kentucky 
River Thursday morning by un- 
dentitied persons.

The papers contained some warm 
political matter in behalf of the 
Democratic party, and a drastic 
article, marked advertisement, and 
signed by T. P. Caardwell, Re- 
publican candidate for County 
Judge. 

Mr. Barnett, formerly of this 
city, and business manager of the 
Times, said the article by Mr. 
Caardwell was taken as a regular 
advertising reader and was paid 
for in advance. 

Republicans are contending that 
Democrats administered the bap- 
tismal ordinances to avoid the 
sending out of the Caardwell ar- 
ticle and to perpetrate a report 
upon the Republicans that they 
had tried lo prevent the circulating 



ballots for Women Mist Be 

Provided In School Races. 

The Court of Appeals Thursday 
upheld the Anderson Circuit Court, 
which eranted an injunction t o 
compel County Clerk J. H. Crook 
to have ballots printed for women 
voters, in an opinion by Chief 
Justice Hobson in the case o f 
Crook against Wallace M. Bart- 
lett and others. 

The opinion holds that the office 
of County Superintendent of Com- 
mon Schools is not a constitutional 
office, and the constitution does 
not prescribe the qualitications of 
persons who may hold that office 
or the qualification of persons who 
may vote for candidates for that 
office. 

Continuing, the opinion says, 
"It is an office created by the 
Legislature for the State and it is 
a matter of common knowledge 
that since the adoption of the pres- 
ent constitution, women in many 
counties of the State have been 
elected to that office and no ques- 
tion of their eligibility has ever 
been raised.

Gov. Solzer found Golllty In

The effect of the verdict is to re- 
move the executive from the 
gubernatorial chair, but does not 
disqualify him from running again 
for the same office.
